The 
call was signed by fifteen members of the 
present board of directors, and tbe purpose of I 
the meeting is to consider the expediency of j 
reducing the number of directors from twenty- 
four to seven. It ie purely a business matter 
affecting the internal administration of the 
Washington Park Clnb.
